*pos'd his Grandfon the Duke of Anjou on 
‘ the Spaniards for their King: That he has 
poffefs'd himfelf of the Milaneze, the ‘Mlan- 
*tuan, and feveral other Fiefs of the Empire 
* by Force, and has difpersd a great num- 
“ber of his Troops into the Countries of 
* Liege and Cologne: That he has carry'd 
‘ off by Violence the Baron de Mean and 
other Subjects of the Empire, exadted heavy 
* Contributions, ravag’d and pillag’d divers 
‘ Lands belonging to the Empire, and exer- 
‘ cisd many other Hoftilities: By which he 
‘has broken the Peace of Ryfwick, and has 
“omitted nothing to attain his ancient De- 


* fign of an Univerfal Monarchy. In confi-_ 
* deration whereof the States of the Empire. 


* return their moft humble Thanks to his Im- 
* perial Majefty for the Preparations that -he 
“has made for War, affuring him that they 
* will fecond him with the Force of the Em- 
* pire; That they look upon the Contraven- 
* tions, Seizures, .and Detentions made by 
France as Infractions of the Peace; That 
* they hold the King of France, the Duke of 
* Anjou, their Officers, Soldiers, Su and 
* Adherents, for Enemies of the ire ; 
‘and therefore declare War againft them 

‘and publifh to the whole Empire, that the 
* War into which his Imperial Majetty is en- 
*ter'd, is the Common Caufe of the Empire: 
* That they will affift him in carrying it-on, 
‘ by regular Quotas, to recover what France 
“has unjuftly taken poffeffion of, according 
“to the Fundamental Laws of the Empire, 


* and conformable to what was concluded in 

‘ the Imperial Convention on the rath of 
‘ February 1698, as well in Affairs Ecclefi- 
* aftical as Civi! ; to the end the Enemy may 
* be conftrain’d to make full Satisfaétion, and 
‘be brought to an honourable and folid 
‘Peace. That they will enter into no Neu- 
* trality, Commerce, or Correfpondence with 
‘the Enemy ; but on the contrary will dif- 
mifs all the Minifters of France ‘and of the 
* Duke of Anjou; and declare all French and 
Spanifh Commodities to be contraband, 
‘ vided England and Holland do the like: 
‘ That they will proceed with utmoft Seve- 
‘rity againft all Spys and Traitors ; and be- 
* take themfelvesto Arms againft the Enemy 
* And in cafe any of the States of the Empire 
* give them any affiftance; or by themfelves 

* or any Foreign Power make any Diverfion 

* during this War, and ateack or difturb the 

* Empire or its Allies, they fhall be deem’d 

Enemies of the Empire. The faid 
© States judge it neceflary likewife to publith 

* throughout the Empire, without delay; the 
‘Inhibitory, Dehortatory, and Avocatory 

* Mandats,that were iffued out againft France 

‘in the laft War. And as for what concerns 

* the City of Ulm; that Affair fhall reft, ace 
© cording to the Refolution of the 11th, rath, 
‘and 13th of September ; in hopes that the 
* Elector of Bavaria will reftore that City to 
‘its former State. In default of which the 

‘ Emperor fhall be defir’d to proceed againft 
‘ him with Rigour, by virtue of his Imperial 

Authority, in behalf of the’ Empire.
